Plans are being drawn which 
will guide the development of 
the more than 3-acre Morey- 
Kearney property at Middle 
avenue and El Camino Real 
and a multi-million dollar com- 
mercial development may be 
expected to be started there in 
the spring. 

This was indicated this week 
with announcement by Crosby 
and Diegelman, Menlo Park 
Realtors, that the largest re- 
maining undeveloped commer- 
cial site in the downtown area 
had been leased to a Menlo 
Park development corporation. 


The developers have asked 
architects to submit plans, and 
expect to be able to determine 
the most economical use for 
the parcel within 60 days, ac- 
cording to Keith Garner of 
Menlo Park, who with Allen 
Christiansen of Atherton 
makes up the corporation. 

Garner said that the cor- 
poration at present has no 
definite plans, but pointed.

Attorney O'Keefe Qualified 
For County Superior Court 


This week City Attorney James T. O'Keefe an- 
nounced himself a candidate for the Superior Court bench 
to be vacated by Judge Aylett R. Cotton. The announce- 
ment should be greeted with enthusiasm. 

This is not a hometown, “favorite son” decision on 
the part of this newspaper. It is, rather, a point of view 
developed after years of es O'Keefe in action, a 
period of observation which has shown Me snlo Park’s 
growth to be phenomenal while its legal procedures and, 
the ordinances under which it operates have similarly 
multiplied. 

Growth brings problems; these have been squarely 
met by the city’s leaders who have implemented their views 
with laws. The city’s laws — since 1934 — have been writ- 
ten by O'Keefe. They have been challenged rarely and 
when so challenged, they have stood well the test of ex- 
amination in the courts. 

That he has survived several overturnings of city ad- 
ministration also speaks well for O'Keefe. Time was — and 
the candidate was Menlo Park’s city attorney even during 
those days — when a city council majority looked upon it- 
self as a giver of patronage and a provider of jobs for 
friends. 

There are chapters in the city’s past in which a new 
city council would hire a new police chief, change insur- 
ance carriers, and let such contracts as the economy allowed 
immediately upon taking charge. 

Through all of these convulsions, O’Keefe’s office has 
never been challenged; he has remained above the influ- 
ences of partisanship and has worked exclusively for the 
welfare of all the city’s residents. 

His human understanding, non-partisanship and devo- 
tion to the cause of good law-making would be invaluable 
on the bench of the San Mateo County Superior Court. 

Though not all possible candidates yet have filed for 
election to the judgship, we believe O’Keefe will be un- 
challenged as the best.

Wording of New Ordinance 
Section May Get Involved 


Menlo Park planning com- 
missioners have set Feb. 1 as 
date for public hearing on a 
proposed “open spaces and 
conservation” zone and wheth- 
er the finally-adopted classifi- 
cation looks anything like the 
one now proposed is pretty 
much a matter of speculation. 

The planners know what 
they want to do, in setting up 
the land classification; it’s the 
wording which causes the 
trouble, because it’s hard to 
classify all the things that 
might conceivable go in the 
“open spaces.” 

Actually, studies aimed at 
setting up such a zone started 
only a few months ago, after it 
was learned that the Leslie 
Salt Co. and the Ideal Cement 
Co. were going to be annexed 
to the city. 

The proposed zones, it 
was agreed, should protect 
the property rights and the 
present occupations of these 
owners but not restrict them

It was also proposed that 
the new ordinance take into 
account other “open spaces” 
than those along the bay front; 
there is the possibility that 
relatively vacant land to the 
west of Menlo Park might be 
annexed to the city also. 

The result is that, in fram- 
ing the proposed section to 
the city’s zoning ordinance, 
agricultural uses had to be in- 
cluded, along with features of 
“flood plain” zoning as adopt- 
ed by such cities as Hayward. 

Of course, the planners’ 
views on what the zone should 
include or exclude is merely 
advisory and after their hear- 
ings are concluded, the city 
council will have to cuss and 
discuss the ordinance also. 

Some of the features rec- 
ommended at this time in- 
clude permission to use such 
“open spaces and conserva- 

tion zone” land for “crop 
and tree farming, truck gar- 
dening, apiaries, uncovered 
or unclosed flower or vege- 
table gardens and similar 
uses... .” 

Also, “farms an@ ranches 
for the breeding and mainten- 
ance of horses and cattle, 
goats, sheeps and other live- 
stock ... provided the ani- 
mals be kept 40 feet from 
dwellings or the boundaries of 
the zone... . 

Specifically, the ordinance 
also makes a nod toward the 
industries presently operating 
in the 11.6 square miles recent- 
ly annexed. It describes as 
legal the extraction of chem- 
icals from sea water “by solar 
or other natural means” as 
legal, and also approves of the 
dredging oyster shells and 
other mineral or organic de- 
posits. 

It approves “public or pri- 
vate parks, game preserves 
and golf courses with standard 
length fairways” and _ also 
mentions the deep water ship 
channel as a proper use of a 
portion of the city in this zone. 

To maintain the “natural 
character, charm and beauty” 
of such area, the rough draft 
of the proposal available last 
week also called for use per- 
mits, if the planners think 
them advisable, of picnic 
grounds, stables, riding acad- 
emies, zoological or botanical 
gardens, private hotels and 
motels without kitchens, dis- 
play and exhibit buildings, 
game refuges, arts, crafts and 
antique galleries or studios, 
cemeteries, airports and heli- 
ports, golf driving ranges, 
swimming pools and bymnasia. 

Excluded are amusement 
parks or galleries, miniature 
golf courses, and other estab- 
lishments considered to be 
of a “carnical” nature. 

The planners will also have 
before them for study a set of 
minimum dimensions for the 
proposed zone, including 10- 
acre minimum size for agri- 
cultural uses and _ five-acre 
minimum sizes for other uses. 

They've also called for ade- 
quate offstreet parking, ac- 
cording to the present ordi- 
nance draft. 

A couple of features of the 
ordinance remain to be talked 
out and the discussion may get 
complicated: Being discussed 
are the limit above sea level 
at which a building will be 
permitted, and sea level itself 
has to be determined: Is it 
“mean sea level” or ‘mean 
lower-low water?”

25 Years Ago: 


Local Girl 
Held Record 
For Flight 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


January 4, 1935: 


Has any Menlo Park girl 
flown more than 160,000 miles? 
Unless she has, Katherine Ayl- 
ward of Menlo Park can claim 
the air mileage record for 
members of her sex in this 
city. She is one of the 100 air 
stewardesses employed on the 
Newo York - Chicago - Pacific 
Coast, Chicago-Kansas City and 
the Vancouver-Seattle-San Die- 
go passenger,-mail-express air- 
ways of the United Air Lines, 
which created the innovation 
of stewardess service orginally 
in 1930 to serve on the Chica- 
go-Pacific Coast division of 
the Mid-Continent  coast-to- 
coast route. The new feature 
of air transport service proved 
so popular the company added 
stewardesses on all planes and 
now employs 100. The girls are 
graduate nurses because the in- 
stitutional training qualifies 
the mto serve the public. Other 
requirements are that they be 
not more than five feet four 
inches in height and not ex- 
ceed 102 pounds in weight. 
Personality, appearance and 
education are likewise requir- 
ed of successful candidates for 
stewardess positions. 


Duties of the stewardesses 
include collecting passengers’ 
tickets and making out traffic 
reports for the particular 
flights, providing conversation 
and calling attention to the 
points of interest along the 
route, serving luncheon aloft, 
providing reading material for 
passengers, making night fly- 
ing passengers comfortable for 
sleeping and in other ways add- 
ing to the comfort of air trans- 
portation. 


Violette’s Proposal: 
Philosophy’ for Ravenswood 
School Board Under Study 


Here’s Ravenswood City 
School District trustee James 
Violette’s proposal for a basic 
philosophy of district policy: 

“The Ravenswood City 
School District was establish- 
ed to provide educational fa- 
cilities and instruction for the 
children residing within its 
boundaries. It is the aim of 
the Board of Trustees to pro- 
vide the most up-to-date basic 
education consistent with the 
monies available to the dis- 
trict. 

“Enrichment and remedial 
programs will be offered if 
monies are available after a 
good basic educational pro- 
gram has been established. 
The architectural philosophy 
of the board of trustees is to 
secure utilitarian design with 
minimum upkeep and to ex- 
pend only those funds neces- 
sary to obtain school plants 
which meet these _ require- 
ments. 

“To secure these results in 
the largest measure, the board 
of trustees believe that it is 
necessary to adopt and to 
practice some minimum basic 
policies which will guide and 
establish mutual confidence 
and cooperation between the 
board of trustees, the working 
organization of the district 
and the citizens of the com- 
munity in which the school 
district is located. These 
broad policies are to include 
the following: 

“1. In operating the school 
district to always be guided 
and governed by the highest 
standards of conduct and 
ethics so as to develop a repu- 
tation which will attract and 
hold the highest calibre per- 
sonnel for members of the 
staff, 


“2. To strive for ‘quality’ in 
all aspects of the operation 
of the district. This is to in- 
clude, but not limited to, the 
educational program, the per- 
sonnel organization and the 
physical plant.., 

“3. To make every possible 
effort to develop and maintain 
a contented, efficient, loyal, 
aggressive organization, who 
believe in their district, to 
whom work is a pleasure, and 
to whom extraordinary accom- 
plishment is a personal ambi- 
tion. 

“4. To provide the _ best 
equipment and facilitie obtain- 
able, suitable to the particular 
needs of the district, both from 
the standpoint of economy in 
maintenance and_ operation 
and in efficient well-planned 
material to do a particular job. 

“5. Never to be satisfied 
with anything less than the 
best results possible of attain- 
‘ment in each and every prob- 
lem to be solved. 


“6. To be consistent and per- 
sistent in the application of 
the policies of the district to 
each and every situation. 

“7. To do everything pos- 
sible in the creating and main- 
taining of a working partner- 
ship between the district and 
the community. 

“8. In all decisions affecting 
the conduct of the district, to 
always consider what is right 
and best for the district as a 
whole, rather than what may 
be expedient in dealing with a 
single situation . 

“9. To encourage real Amer- 
icanism and live a spirit of 
patriotism, within and with- 
out our organization in con- 
ducting the operation of the 
district.”

If you are making New Year 
resolutions this week, how 
about adding a few that deal 
with gardening. Or do your 
gardening habits stand above 
reproach? We know ours don’t. 

We know, for instance, 
that we hang onto shrubs 
that have outlived their use- 
fulness simply because we 
can’t bear to tear them out. 
We therefore resolve to up- | 
root the two roses we’re not 
wild about anyway and to re- 
place them with two new 
1960 introductions. 

Now, check these other reso- 
lutions and see if any apply to 
you. And while you are at it, 
add some more of your own. 

Resolved: 

That I will plan ahead this 
year to have the color combi- 
nations I want when I want 
them. (Particularly will I 
plant white stock and pink 
snapdragons in the same 
bed.) 

That I will harden my heart 
and uproot the overgrown 
foundation planting on the 
street side of my house. (To be 
replaced with lower and slow- 
er growing material such as 
dwarf Juniper and India Haw- 
thorne.) 

That I will give my roses 
the attention they deserve so 
that I may enjoy them from 
spring through fall. (No 
bush shall flag for lack of 
water nor suffer for want of 
food. Aphis shall not get 
their toe in the door.) 

That I shall check with my 
nurseryman to get ideas for 
tubbed material to grace the 
outdoor living area at the rear 
of the house. (Camellias and 
Bamboo come to mind, but 
what else will he suggest?) 

These are only some of our 
resolutions. There are others 
to do with lawn and hedge — 
and what have you. Some, we 
know will be broken, but that’s 
all right, too. If they don’t all 
get done this year, we'll re- 
solve to do them next — and 
sooner or later, we’ll get them 
done for sure.
